A 30-YEAR-OLD man has been 
jailed for 21 months and placed on 
the sex offender register for 10 
years for sexually assaulting a 
teenage girl on-board London 
Underground trains on two separate 
occasions. 

Khurram Shahzad of York Road, 
Ilford, was sentenced on 
Wednesday, August 13 at 
Blackfriars Crown Court after 
pleading guilty at an earlier hearing 
to two counts of sexual assault and 
one count of harassment. 

The court heard how Shahzad 
first assaulted the 17-year-old girl, 
from Brentwood, on Friday, August 
30, 2013 on a westbound Central 
Line train between Liverpool Street 
and Oxford Circus. 

Detective Sergeant Anna Fisk, 
from British Transport Police’s 
Project Guardian team, said: 
“Shahzad first assaulted the victim 
on-board a crowded morning Tube 
train, approaching her from behind 
and assaulting her while other pas¬ 
sengers stood close by, oblivious to 
what was happening. 

“The victim was so scared she 
was unable to react, she tried to 


move away from Shahzad but he 
followed her around the crowded 
carriage. She got off the train at 
Oxford Circus and never reported 
the incident. 

“Three days later, on Tuesday 
September 3, the same victim was 
travelling on a westbound Central 
Line train at a similar time when 
she was again assaulted by Shahzad 
in a busy carriage. The attack last 
several minutes and again, the vic¬ 
tim was unable to escape due to 
other passengers stood close by.” 

The court heard how the victim 
saw Shahzad again every morning 
for the following three days, on her 
morning commute into central 
London. On those occasions she 
saw him before he was able to stand 
close to her and she was able to 
travel in separate parts of the train. 

The victim then reported the inci¬ 
dents to police and, on Wednesday, 
September 11, plain clothes BTP 
detectives accompanied her on her 
usual route to work and she identi¬ 
fied Shahzad during the journey 
and he was arrested. 

DS Fisk added: “These attacks 
were not opportunistic but predato¬ 


ry, with Shahzad singling-out his 
victim and targeting her over a 
number of days. Understandably 
this was a very frightening experi¬ 
ence for the victim. 

“I would like to personally thank 
her for coming forward and report¬ 
ing the incidents to the police and 
for her co-operation throughout our 
investigation. 

“We will always fully investigate 
all reports of sexual offences and 
encourage victims to come for¬ 
ward.” 

Si wan Hayward, TfL’s deputy 
director of enforcement and on¬ 
street operations, said: “The safety 
and security of our customers is our 
top priority and we will not tolerate 
unwanted sexual behaviour of any 
kind on our transport network. 

“By encouraging victims to 
report these type of crimes, and 
through more proactive policing 
with our partners, we aim to stamp 
it out completely and ensure the 
network remains a safe environ¬ 
ment for all.” 

This investigation forms part of 
Project Guardian, a long-term pro¬ 
ject involving Transport for London 


(TfL), the Metropolitan Police and 
the City of London Police, which 
aims to reduce sexual assault and 
unwanted sexual behaviour on pub¬ 
lic transport in London. 

According to the TfL safety and 
security survey, around 15 per cent 
of females have experienced 
unwanted sexual behaviour on the 
network, with the majority not 
reporting it to police. 

To help combat this problem, 
Project Guardian focuses on 
increasing awareness and confi¬ 
dence amongst the public to report 
unwanted sexual behaviour to the 
police or members of staff, particu¬ 
larly those offences which are often 
unreported, such as sexual touch¬ 
ing, exposure, outraging public 
decency, lewd comments, leering 
and harassment. 

There are around 2,000 police 
officers and PCSOs dedicated to 
patrolling London’s transport net¬ 
work, who have been specially 
trained to deal with cases of 
unwanted sexual behaviour.. 

BTP’s 61016 text number gives 
victims and witnesses a discreet 
way to report sexual offences.

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Air not fit to breathe

TOXIC pollution in east London is 
more than twice the legal limit, accord¬ 
ing to new figures released. Clean Air 
in London received the information 
from Defra after mounting a legal chal¬ 
lenge against Mayor Boris Jonson's 
refusal to release the data. 

The data shows deadly nitrogen 
dioxide gases from diesel engines in 
Redbridge and Waltham Forest was 
twice the legal limit of 40 micro 
grams per cubic metre in 2012, and 50 
per cent higher than is legal in 
Barking and Dagenham. 

Simon Birkett, director of Clean Air 
in London, said: “It's outrageous the 
mayor is hiding details about toxic 
fumes and that it has taken six months 
to force the government to release 
anything about them. 

“The mayor must end his love affair 
with carincogenic diesel exhaust and 
ban 

it from the most polluted places as 
coal burning was banned so success¬ 
fully 60 years ago. Air pollution levels 
at these locations are twice the legal 


limits and World Health Organisation 
guidelines. Diesel exhaust is almost 
certainly the main local source of this 
air pollution.” 

Among the worst areas were 
Walthamstow Avenue, withm 78mg of 
N02 and Kingfisher Avenue, in 
Redbridge at 81 mg. The most polluted 
part of Barking and Dagenham was 
Ripple Road at 64 mg, more than 50 
per cent above the legal limit. Mr 
Birkett added: “Boris misleads people 
by talking about reductions in com¬ 
puter modelled emissions. Actual air 
pollution concentrations, used for set¬ 
ting health and legal limits, are the 
real test. 

“Clean Air in London urges the 
mayor to publish estimated actual 
concentrations of N02, PM2.5 and 
PM 10 at each Air Quality Focus Area 
within two months after each calendar 
year end so Londoners can assess his 
progress.” 

The EU has already warned the UK 
government that it aims to issue heavy 
fines if pollution is not controlled in 
the capital. 

Campaigners believe the mayor is 
looking to introduce technology to 


make vehicles switch to electric mode 
or other measures to reduce air pollu¬ 
tion near monitors to avoid legal 
breaches. Although this would help 
the UK meet its legal requirements it 
would not impact significantly on the 
thousands of fatalities caused by pol¬ 
lution each year. Clean Air in London 
used barristers Gerry Facenna and 
Julianne Morrison of Monckton 
Chambers to get access to the previ¬ 
ously secret information. The legal 
team used powerful European access 
to environmental information laws 
despite obstruction by Defra. 

Clean Air London asked Defra for 
data on air pollutants at 187 air testing 
locations on February 26, 2014. The 
request was originally refused, but 
released after the legal team called for 
an internal review of Defra’s refusal 
decision on March 23. 

Defra missed the two month statuto¬ 
ry deadline to complete the internal 
review and failed to respond until July 
22, 2014. 

Defra subsequently apologised for 
this failing. 

Defra said that modelled air pollution 
concentrations at 47 of the 187 loca¬ 


tions may not be representative of lev¬ 
els at the Air Quality Focus Area 
because equipment is more than 50 
metres from it. 

A spokesperson for the Mayor of 
London said: “Improving London’s air 
quality is one of the Mayor’s top pri¬ 
orities. As part of this work, he has 
identified these 187 focus areas where 
targeted action, such as green walls, 
retrofitting buses, and working with 
local businesses to reduce their emis¬ 
sions, will deliver significant benefits 


to the health of Londoners. 

Since he was elected, the number of 
Londoners living in areas exceeding 
legal limits for N02 has halved, while 
emissions of PM 10s are down by 15 
per cent and the NOX are down 20 per 
cent. 

“The mayor is clear more needs to 
be done, which is why he has 
announced an Ultra Low Emission 
Zone in central London from 2020 
which will be a world first game 
changer for the capitals air quality.”

“The Post Office is vital to the commu¬ 
nity in Chingford Mount and I'm sure that 
the new improved branch, and the longer 
opening hours, will be warmly welcomed 
by the community."

Monday to Saturday, offering customers an 
extra nine hours of office service every 
week.

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Suggestions wanted to improve air quality 


RESIDENTS living along the Selborne 
Road area of Walthamstow have been 
written to by Waltham Forest Council for 
comments and suggestions on the pro¬ 
posals as part of the Selborne Road Air 
Quality Improvement Scheme. 

The council has secured funding from 
Transport for London and The Mayor’s

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Textile 
banks 
start to 
take off 



The number of textile banks in the 
borough has skyrocketed from a 
mere seven to 47, meaning the 
amount of clothing recycled has 
more than doubled in the last six 
months. 

Now that 18 of the borough’s 20 
wards have at least one textile 
bank, residents are beginning to 
make better use of them, with 9.5 
tonnes collected in May, compared 
to 4.1 tonnes collected in 
November last year. 

Most clothes, shoes and textiles 
can be recycled. Donations should 
be clean, dry, bagged up and shoes 
tied in pairs so that they don’t get 
separated. Textile Recycling for 
Aid and International 
Development (TRAID) are unable 
to reuse single shoes or recycle wet 
clothing, duvets, pillows and blan¬ 
kets. 

“We’ve really stepped up our 
game when it comes to textile recy¬ 
cling in the borough,” said 
Councillor Clyde Loakes, deputy 
leader and cabinet member for 
environment. 

“By working with the charity 
TRAID, we have seen the number 
of banks in the borough increase 
dramatically and as tonnages rise 
so more of what our residents dis¬ 
card can be reused or recycled 
instead of being thrown away with 
general refuse.” 

The council’s latest campaign to 
encourage residents to recycle 
more is called ‘Yes you can’ and 
highlights the fact that 70 per cent 
of household waste is recyclable. 
Things like plastics, tin cans, glass, 


paper and plastic bags can be put 
into residents’ green bins, rather 
than their black bins, diverting 
them from incineration or landfill. 

The council also offers a free 
bulky waste collection service that 
will take away things like old furni¬ 
ture and mattresses. With the addi¬ 
tion of more facilities for people to 
recycle clothes, shoes and textiles, 
recycling has never been easier. 

There are of course many charity 
shops in the borough that will 
accept items that are still wearable, 
and in addition to the increase in 
the number of textile banks around 
the borough TRAID are also now 
offering to collect unwanted 
clothes and shoes from the homes 
of Waltham Forest residents for 
free. 

The service can be booked online 
or by phone, allowing you to 
donate to charity and rid yourself 
of clutter without any hassle. 
Collections take place at agreed 
times so that donations are not left 
outside where they are vulnerable 
to theft or bad weather. 

A scheduled pickup is also great 
news for those who may find it dif¬ 
ficult to carry donations to a textile 
bank or charity shop. All the chari¬ 
ty asks is that people using this ser¬ 
vice have a minimum donation of 
at least one large bin liner sized 
bag.

West Ham 


Barclays Premier League. 

Crystal Palace 1 
West Ham United 3 
Brian Jeeves reporting from 
Selhurst Park. 

IMPRESSIVE West Ham United 
relieved some of the pressure on 
manager Sam Allardyce with a 
comfortable 3-1 Barclays Premier 
League victory over London rivals 
Crystal Palace at Selhurst Park. 

Both sides went into the game 
looking for an immediate reaction to 
shattering setbacks on the opening 
day. Palace, still reeling from the 
departure of manager Tony Pullis, 
went down by the odd goal in three 
after conceding a late Aaron Ramsey 
goal at the Emirates against Arsenal, 
while West Ham suffered a similar 
fate as bitter rivals Tottenham Hot¬ 
spur triumphed at Upton Park thanks 
to a dramatic strike deep into injury 
time from debutant defender Eric 
Dier. 

Under fire Allardyce had seen his 
charges lose six of their previous 
seven Premier League matches, with 
many fans calling for his head. But 
all that seemed to pale into insignif¬ 
icance compared to the weeks shock 
events in South London. 

Negotiations between Palace and 
managerial target Malky Mackay 
had emphatically hit the buffers, 
amidst a sea of allegations aimed at 
him and his former head of recruit¬ 
ment Iain Moody, by Vincent Tan, 
chairman of the Scotsman’s former 
employers Cardiff City. Indeed, in 
the wake of Wednesday’s break¬ 
down between Palace and Mackay, 
a source close to the Selhurst Park 


club had powerfully exclaimed 
“This is the darkest day in the clubs 
history”. 

Despite tasting defeat last time 
out, caretaker-manager Keith 
Millen was relatively pleased with 
his teams opening day display, and 
it was Palace who were first to 
threaten. Marouane Chamakh was 
inches away from heading home 
after Martin Kelly had displayed 
trickery down the right. 

But West Ham soon found their 
rhythm and started to dictate posses¬ 
sion while asking questions of their 
own. Mauro Zarate’s effort was 
blocked after Ricardo Vaz Te had 
picked him out, while Mark Noble 
was similarly thwarted following 
good work from Carlton Cole. 

Zarate was proving to be a thorn 
in the Palace side and was starting 
to set his sights. Firstly, miss con¬ 
trol cost him a clear strike at goal, 
while Eagles keeper Julian Speroni 
made an unorthodox stop from his 
low effort. Nevertheless, the for¬ 
mer Velez Sarafield man wasn’t to 
be denied, and just after the half 
hour mark he spectacularly broke 
the deadlock. Noble’s shot was 
only half cleared and Zarate pro¬ 
duced a crisp right foot volley that 
flew beyond Speroni from fully 
twenty-five yards. 

West Ham were buoyed. O’Brien 
fired past a post after Stewart Down¬ 
ing had done the donkey work, but 
before Palace showed any signs of 
recovering, the visitors grabbed a 
second. Downing cut in from the 
right before dispatching a composed 
finish past a fully extended Speroni 
from just outside the box. 

Palace were shell-shocked, but

full credit to their fans who did 
their upmost to lift their belea¬ 
guered charges. However, it was 
West Ham who continued to look 
menacing. Speroni had to grasp 
Vaz Te’s shot at the second attempt, 
while the Portuguese striker was 
agonisingly close to turning in 
Aaron Cresswell’s delicious centre. 

And it was West Ham who began 
the second period the way they’d 
finished the first. James Tomkins 
headed against the underside of the 
bar with the Palace rear-guard at 
sixes and sevens. 

The home side looked flat and 
clearly needed something special 
to give them a foothold in the 
game, and it was Chamakh who 
provided it, firing a fantastic long- 
range strike beyond Hammers 
keeper Adrian to half the deficit 
and bring Selhurst Park to life. 

Palace started to zip the ball 
around with a little more zest. The 
impressive Barry Bannon warmed 
Adrian’s palms after a nice inter¬ 
change of passes, then Fraizer 
Campbell lost his footing at a cru¬ 


cial moment after Chamakh had 
worked him in. 

But before the home side could 
make further inroads, West Ham all 
but settled the outcome.
